Thus, the following 
information is requested 

A- He date of accessing account, event and organization attributes, 
performing one or more profitability calculauons that were determined prior to the 
filin g date of the present application or related applications. 

B. liie sales promotional materials or correspondence associated with 
the items listed in the paragraph above developed more than one year prior to the 
filing date of the present application or related appHcations. 

G The contract, license agreement or other documents evidencing 
licensing or sale more than one year prior to the filing date of the present application 
or related applicarions. 

D. Any user manuals, automation guides, sales presentation materials^ or 
product descriptiotjs of advertising serving technology offered for sale or sold more 
than one year prior to the filing date of the present application or related 
applications* 

With regard to request A above. Applicants' attorney respectfully submits that the request is 
improper, in that it appears to be a request for a date of conception and/ or reduction to pracuce of 
the Applicants' invention. Applicants' attorney notes that the requested information caimot be 
characterized as falling within the categories of information set forth in 37 CP JR. §1. 105(a) (l)Q-(vii) 
or M.P JE J*- §704.1 1 (a). As a result. Applicants' attorney submits that die requested information is 
not reasonably required for examination, and thus requests that the requirement be withdrawn,
